GENERAL NEWS. 
Nowe from Washington. 

Tha policy of recoystructing the Rebellions 
States received ft finishing impression on the 15th, 
Ar, Ashley's bill introduced ato the Hongo provides 
for tho appointment by tho Prosidont of Provislounl 
Governors of Itubel States, who niiull seo! that’ elo laws 
of tho United Statea and of the Stoo before the Rebel- 
lion aro enforced. But no law or usigo recognizing 
Shuyery slall be recognized by sny officer or court In 
puch State, It emanojpates all alayes in such State and 
thelr posterity forover, und provides for tho discharge 
on'babeas corpus of porgons held to sersico on pretense 
of ownership, It provides for the punlubinent of at- 
tompts to revnolaye omnnctpated pereons. It deolaros 
that officers of the rank of colonel or bighor in the Rebel 
sorvloo are not citizens of the United States, Tho sey- 
enth acction Ia in these words: ‘ 

"The United States. in Congress hore assembled, do 

reoognize tho Government of the Stato of Loni- 
Inaugurated undor und by tho convention of the 
people of Louislwoa which ussonibled oa tho 6th doy 
of April, 1864, at the City of Now-Orleaus, aink declare 
Lhe sum to bo entitied to the uarupteo ‘snd all other 
rights of a Sinte governweut under the Constitution of 
the United States 


‘This important section, the accompliatimont of Gon, 
Bauks's recoustraotion polley, 1s said to have been 
axrocd to by the reconstroction committecs of both 
houses. It fe understood thot, Henry Winter Davis 
avon has promised to support jt. ‘The conclusion to re- 
port thia coventh scotion Is nid to havo been reached 
through an Intorview with the Presiieut, in which it 
wos intimated that bia opproval of the Wl! depended 
on its insortion, The bill farther provides for tho'cal- 
ling of Conventions in States whoso Governments have 
doen usurped and overthrown, ns scones the mill- 
tary resistauce to the United States eboll bave been 
auppressod, amd the poople sbal! havo eulliclently ro 
turned to their allegiance: Tbo Conventions are re- 
quired to provide that porsons in Rebel ofvil or mill- 
tory service of and above the grado of Colonel, eball not 
vote for or bea member of the Logislature or Governor, 
Involantury sorvitude $8 prohibited, and the freedom 
of oll persons to be guarapteod in the said States, No 
debt, State or Confederate, créated bythe usurping 
pewer is to be reoognized, Ifthe Convention eboll ro- 
fuse, to redstablish the Stato Government vpon the 
aboye conditions, the provisiouel Goverment Is to de 
olare it dissolyed, and enotuor election of delogates is 
to bo ordered.

Tho Prestdont directs tnt except Jomigrany papacn- 
germ direst!y entering an Americun port by aes, no 
traveler shall horeaftor bo allowed to enter the United 
)States from a foreign country without ® passport Ifa 
citizen, the passport mast be from this Department or 
from some United States Mivister or Covsul abroud, 
and Ifan ellen, from the competent authority of his own 
country, the passport to be coantersigned by o diplo- 
matic agent or Consnl of the United States. This rej 
olution is intended to eppls especially to parsons propos- 
ing to come tothe United States from the neighboring 
British Provinces, Its obsorvanco will be strictly en- 
foreed by all ofiicers, civil, military aud naval, in the 
servics of the United States; and the State and Mfu- 
nicipal authorities aro requested told in tts execution. 
It ls expected here that no immigrant passenger coming 
by gen or tho manner nforosaid will be obstructed, or 
any otber peréons Who may set out on tholr way hither 
bofore Intelligeace of this regulation could reasosbly 
ho expected to reach the country from which they may 
have started.

Mrs, Eliza W. Farnham diod on Thuredy morn- 
ing, Doc. 15, at tho residence of Mr. B. F. Voorhees 
in this city, Mfrs. Farnham was born at Ronssclacr- 
ville, Albany County, Noyembor 17, 1815, and’ had 
cousequently just entered upon her fifticth year at 
tho timo of ber death. Her family name was Bur- 
hans, end in 1836 ¢he was married to Mr. ‘Thomas 
J. Farnbam, a travelor and writer of considerable 
note, After residing for u few yoars in the Btate of 
Illinois, sho returned to Now-York, dovoting horeclf 
mainly to works of bonoyolenco and social, reform. 
In 18/4 sho wos appointed motron “of tho fomao 
departwent of Sing Sing Stato Prison, in which 
office her kind and judicious efforts in behalf of the 
convicts were productive of the happiest offoots. 
During her residence at Sing Sing she published her 
first work ontitled “Life in the Prairie Land,” and 
edited an edition of Sampson's “ Criwindl Jurispra- 
donco,” In 1848,she wus connected with tho Insti- 
tution for tho Blind in Bostob, and in 1849,followed 
hor husband to California, where sho romained until 
1856, Upon hor return to New-York in that year, 
sho published an account of hor experience in the 
Goldon State entitled “California Indoors snd 
Ont,” and for the hoxt two years dovoted herself to 
tho study of modicine, In 1959, eho organized o 
society for the aid of emigrant women, large num- 
bers of whom sho accompanied at differont times to 
tho West and to California, Tho samy yoar, sho 
published an autobiographical skotch called ‘My 
Eurlf Days.” Tho work by which Mrs, Farnjam 
will bo chiefly remembered, and to tho preparaon 


years, eutitied “The Era of Woman," was publishod 
About a your sinoe, ond attracted not a lytle atten 
tion by the originality and boldness of ita views, ond

» PORK, 

This is asort of koy-noto, nod fsa wide subject. In 
this part of (lo Stato It has beon onstomary for eommon 
families to ly down from ten to fiftcon bandred ponuds 
of pork. Itucldoni lasted tho yoar through. Not more 
than half of tho families horo raised ity they depended 
ombaying. Tt used to cost from 2 to 4 cents, ganerally 
about 3 conte; now 12} coutels the very lowest it cau 
bo bought for, while cured into bacon it sella at from 25 
to2conts. You may be sure that fow or no families 
will put down for their own ase, this year, 1,000 pounds 
of pork, They who have so much or more must cll a 
part to buy other things, while those who have to buy 
eonuot got money to purchaso much, Lard sells at the 
stores for a5 cents, but seldom can bead. ‘There fs no 
upply in the cooutry. 

In these statoments I om referring to 250 miles of the 

south part of thn State, stttled by Southern people, 
Which includes 100 wiles of thmber aud 150 of light: 
colored prairie, reaching within six iiles of the towu 
jof Mattoon, on tho Torro Hanto and St. Lowtis Railroad. 
North of this the woil is black, and the people mainly are 
of another claas, 
In the region named wo have tho result of farming 
taught by slarcholders, It io not sinturalfor grass, but 
if it is sowed before the soil gots thin it docs well; few 
hove.sowed it, Corn’ aud small grains bayo been 
raised from 20 to 50 yeara, for here wore the first sot- 
Hlemonts, and a very great portion of this region is iu a 
deplorable condition. There is no miziake abeut this. 
Thore being Iittlo bas, cows are fod on corn Wades and 
sheaf onts—of course this supply is small, Nowbere docs 
ono hear of corn nt loss than 7c. a bushel—often it is 
from $1 to $1 25—and when chance Jota of butter come 
in {t4s 5c, a pound. Iu thy towns you will seo women 
going round from store to store with empty plates in 
their bands. At Vandalia, the old onpitat of the State, 
where mora corn bas bees told at 15¢. a bushel than ony 
other price, I saw fresh pork, with scarcely enough fut 
to cock it, scllat 150. a pound, and borf at 7e. the car. 
ass, nor was it good. Boar in mind that this is on in. 
tealor region where thiugs should be cheap. 

Army dontraotora are byying pork largely, for the 

soldiers must be Prantl easily of pork; avd be- 
sldes, most farmers are obliged to sell some corn te pay 
taxes and buy goods, but the real truth ia that there is 
nothing to make pork of but corn, and now the land is 
so mnch exhausted that corn will not grow agit used 
to, Inothor words, calls for the army have skimmed 
off the top of the farms rin on the Slavers privoiple, 
and tho country 1s bulf stippoi, say half naked, and 
Winter comlug on. Northern farmers ara none tov 
wiso ia saving their land, but they have grass, and this 
will muko pork as well as corn, for thoy have milk, and 
whey from dairies, with a little corn, makes good pork; 
so does. sour wilk where butter Is made. In this way 
farmora wil. raise'from two to ten fat hogs with scarocly 
any corn, whilo by the clayo eystom of farming every 
pound ig mado from corn, Iknow that it is olaimed 
something {6 made from acorns, but I am convinced 
that what they gain this way is more than lost by being 
chased out of the wheat field by dogs. I was going to 
soy, but I muy bo a lito wild, that I never know a fleld 
of wheat which the hogs did not get into before it was 
houled away. ‘There is another souce of making pork, 
ond one of the very best Im the world, that Is, fruit. An 
acre of swect apples will fatten wella dozen hogs ut 
Jeast, while a plenty will be left for othor uses. 
I have nescr seen such universal poverty as arlees 
from tho gcurcity of pork here, where there is litle 
glee to live on. ‘Thousands of families have been with 
oct for months, and having no milk to opeak of, and less 
butter and no frait, their diet bas been reduced to corn- 
bread mixed with watemfind a faw vegetablos, but 
thess are so scarce or #0 dear, no matter wich, that 
cabbage soils from 10 to 25 couts ahead. They eel! for 
10 cents in remote places, 


Tho other day, on riding Sato town, I met a refugee 
woman and her boy; he was carrying a ploce of bacon 
about afoot square, and not mooM thicker than colo- 
leather, being moatly skin. It cost 30 cents a pound. 
Itdid not weigh musb, and was only fit to greato a 
griddle, As the boy walkedSalong he would bold it up 
by the string and let it whirl round before his fyco, and 
I saw it delighted his heart to look at it, 

T tell you tho trnth, and Jet legisintors look at it with 
albscrlousness, the slayo eratem of farroing Introduced 
into tho southorn half of Missouri, Dljnols and Indiana, 
had, before the war commonced, brought the whole 
igjon to the verge of rylu, Gnd how the extraordinary 
nude toudé dpondiby tho avmy andthe refugces, 
have brouglit portions of it to the brink of sturvation. 
‘The cause of the ecareity Ja asoribed by mavy to tho 
Ary weather; bnt thoso who have fresh land ald not 
suffor for want of rain, It is thoy who own poor land, 
mado poor by coastantly ralsing emali grata, that suf 
fered. Of courae, the graes rogion at the North feala 
tho hardness of the times, but (hey oan stond several 
years more like the past. ‘This Fegion cannot, for now, 
With the best corn crop for tem years, people are send- 
ing to tho black prairies for ear Joads of vora, often pay- 
ing for it with money got for cotton. 

Ono Will seo the forms in Tennesseo, Missisoippl and 
‘other Slave Stat&h in precisely tho sawo condition they 
ara here, that iy, on the verge of exhaustion, with many 
absolutely thrown out to common, and it ia a8 clear as 
tho eun shining Iu the brightest dey of Juno, that this 
war was waged by the sluvolioldore for the sole purposo 
of getting fresh laud, elther{u the torritories or in Sfex- 
ico, It yas a question of life or death not only as re- 
gards Slayory, but as regards the white population in 
the near future, ‘hoy waged wor that they might get 
moro land to rulo, to destroy and to buteber. Wo can 
nodoratand now why the ruins of vest cities in Asin 
aro aurrotinded by deserts, Citles norer riso except in 
tho mnldat of good farming regions. T'rom the above wo 
oun 600 that national existence deponda on the manner 


too, why formerly, whon farming was at & low ebb, 
famine followed war. ‘Naturally postilonca follows 
famine, On the whole, this war, destined to terminate 
Ina reorganizftion of farmbilg through a region uoarly 
rujned, did aot como a moment too soon. 

Whilo thero aro so many needing pork ond corn, the 
question with each ono, notwithstanding'tho bigh prices, 
is whothor ho can got money enough to buy. It is not 
whothor he can spare the monoy—it Is whether he can 
get it. Wages aro bighor then they were) but they aro 
by no means 60 high in proportion as meat and broad. 
Aud one bas to put out of the quostion ontirely the buy- 
jug of many things Which he has Joug beon in the habit 
of baying. 

But when ons goos North and comes tothe grass 
Teglon, the oase differs. ere there is aplenty of corn, 
Pork ls abandant, few are without milk and butter, and 
in the older settlod regions thero are orchards whore the

Novortheless, thero%s no prospect of farmors getting 
aloug comfortably for yeora unless they make most of 
their cloth, It should be the rule to produce everything 
possthle that the family needs onthe fwrm, In a coantry 
where this is dono there is alway prosperity. 
‘Lho Roman Emperor Augustus wore no garments but 
such as the fomales.iu his house spun ond wove, ‘Foiled 
cloth" can be mado in tho hous for the prico one has to 
pay for cotton sheoting, and dix eluth much cheaper, 
whilo both will Inet from turea to ton thnes og long. 
‘Pho great need for tho presont ts Improved rancbinory 
for family use, In wy report of the Ilinola State Vair 
Tnegicvted to montlon two important Inventions, One 
i aspluning-wheel by I, B, Wait of Waitsvillo, Wie- 
consid, at which a woman sits and epins rapidly and 
well, Sho fa not required to stiv from hor sent, It is of 
smull cost aud is exuotly what is needed, ‘Tho other is 
apower loom by G. Hoover, Richiond,Indiuna, Ii 
works with aerank, .A hoy can wenvo. 

When intelligent women are engaged in making 
cloth, thoy oxercias their “immds in a high dexree. 
Vormogiy Yankee wouon greatly oxcclled in coloring 
ond jn planning their pieces fur tho loom, and they 
turned out bemutiful pidces of Linsey, of tablo linen, 
handkorchicfa, Ved blankets end wooles shawls, and the 
like. There is no donbt but the very great ingenuity 
exhibited by their son, who by their skill have audod 
milHlons to the wealth of our conntry, i owing to this 
fact. ‘Che Southern women weaye mueb, but such js 
thelr poverty that they Lavo no time to be siiilfal; 
ir cloth, almost alyroys {s plain, usually colored bat- 
teraut brown or dirty copporas; thoy Foldom make 
checks, wnd they think it tuoh to plan dress patterns 
with stripes acrose, and not throngh tho piece, Henoe 
they have Imported no mechanical ingenuity to the 
niinds of thelr sone. 

I om certain that tho farmor is thinking of making 
cloth from what be sees abont the house. On washin, 
day bu is struck with whot apyours to be a Leap of 
paper rage, and if ho asks what these rege are doing 
under feot, his wife will toll bim itis her washiog, Thon 
he will notice the dresses which ‘bis women folks wear, 
Tis sbirts are gelting very tender, are much patched, 
and the bosoms harilly bold the buttons; be has been 
told that sheets have beon made into shirts, that potti- 
coats have been mado for tho ttle girls out of his old 
coat, and ho notes that when the pillow-cses ere 
changed, a pair of vory nico onca, used on the spare 
ved, are pnt ou, but they do not stey after ironing is 
done, Sow eproad the lower shoet ovor the pillows, 
Chosts and drarvers are seciched for cloth that Lins been 
laid away. Ifho travels, ho finds torn sheets at the 
hotels, Papor is high, not because thero aro no rags, 
but because tho children wear out the raze. Almost 
every Woman bus been saying piceca of cloth to make 
ber a rag carpet some happy day, Now sho nses them 
ap to patch the men's clottes, Clearly, this conditfon 
cannot Inst long. 

‘ho best seots ever put ona bed are guch os were 
yoado of flox years ago, Thoirrowrants bave furnished 
Mut for (he Sanitary Commission. But they dre rather 
cold and elippery for Winter. I heard a man tell of 
jumping into a high full bed on a cold™Winter night, 
and the lnen sheets wero so smooth that ho slipped 
through upon the foor on the other side. But slicop 
have wool, they soon grow, and thoy multiply, and o 
good flannel sbect iseworth tivo bed quilts, Lot us nll 
have sheep, let ua rales flax, and then get wheols and 
looms, and go back to first princlpley whence we have
